Unnecessary Suffering of 
Prisoners 


LONDON, Nov. 29.—The_ inter- 
departmental committee of prisoners 
of war reports that since the armis- 
tlee, 17,173 officers and other ranks 
have reached England, 6,395 officers 
and other ranks and 2,233 civilians 
are expected immediately. 

Replying to the government's pro-

Newcastle, Nov. 29.—Germany must pay the cost of the war to 
the limit of her capacity, Premier Lloyd George declared in a speech 


here today. 


The submarine pirates must be punished, the premier added, 
and whoever devastates the lands of another country ought to be 


responsible for it. 


Referring to the culpability of the authors of the war, Lloyd 
George said the government intended that the investigation to be 
conducted should be a perfectly fair but a stern one, and that it 


should go on to its final reckoning. 


“T mean to see that the men who did not treat our prisoners 


humanely be made responsible,’ the premier declared.

“Now as to how serious the epidemic 
may be said to have been here,” Dr.

| things that 1 want to point out, Ths 
was a very terrible experience—we | 
need not be reminded of that, But} 
here are some figures that offer a 
significant comparison about New 
York: At the end of the fourth week 


of the epidemic in Boston, the death 
rate was 101 for each thouvand of the 
population; in the City of Washington 
it Was 109; in Bastanore, 140; in 
Mhilaselyphia, 158; in New York City, 
50, That is a very fine record by 
comparison. And why did we have}! 
such a record as that? 

Because this city has had ap effici-

Sir—Regarding our conversation re 
my platform, I may say that to my 
way of thinking there is no way to 
eave the city under the present sys- 
tem. We have now 48.000 lots which 
the city has bought in for back taxes, 
which the citizens are supposed to pa 
taxes On next year on the same basis 
as this year. It means that we are 
loading up the taxpayer all the time 
and that next year he will be carry- 
ing a still heavier load; causing a 
great many to break down under it;

The few will not be able to do so. 

To improve this situation, my idea 
is to relieve them rather than put on 
another load for them to carry, The 
only solution I can see is, to issue 
debentures for back taxes, making

of ten years, thereby giving the people

Berlin, Nov. 29.—The vital statistics of Berlin, the publication of 
which heretofore has been prohibited, are now available. They disclose 
the almost catastrophic effect of the war's privations on the people of 
Berlin. The excess of births over deaths in 1913 was 12,766. In 1916 
there was an excess of deaths over births of 4,440 and there were 15,397 
more deaths than births in 1917, These figures do not include the soldiers 
who died at the front or in hospitals. The total number of deaths in 
1917 was 7,000 more than in the previous year, despite the fact that 
Berlin's population had decreased 70,000,

That the Allied cause was the 
ause of right did not imply that 
fermany could not win the war. 
Direct Divine intervention could 
lave averted that catastrophe, and 
ight have done so. But the pages 
f history are strewn with in- 
stances of ‘‘right on the scaffold, 
wrong on the throne.’’ The root 
auses of this war itself lie in 
ancient wrongs which could not 
nave been perpetrated if God al- 
ways interfered to prevent injus- 
ice and oppression. 

Right is not an engine of mate- 
ial power; it is a principle. Nei- 
her is there any inherent force in 
righteous cause which enables it 
f itself to prevail against wrong. 
jlse men and women were only 
Bpectators of the play of moral 
orces, and had no share in the 
shaping of the conditions of life, 

o enthusiasm for good, and no 
redit for its triumph. 

The Allies’ cause is no moro 
ight today than it was four years 
ago, or five months ago. Yet four 

vears ago the armies of Germany 

ad overrun Belgium and indus- 
rial France, and five months ago 
he fate of the world hung in the 
alance. Men who have never 
ioubted either God or the right- 
ousness of the Allied cause suf- 
eved agony during the spring and 
summer of this present year lest 
he cause of right should be struck 
own and wrong be enthroned as 
he dictator of human destiny. 

Only when the Allies backed the 
ight by forces superior to those 
jermany was able to marshal be- 
ind the wrong did right emerge 
riumphant.

Not un- 
il German strategy and numbers 
and guns and munitions were 
natched by better strategy, larg- 
r numbers, more guns and muni- 
ions, did disaster overtake the 
fiendish purpose to blot out hu- 

an liberty, dethrone justice and 
make the will of the autocrat the 

Naw of the world. 

Right prevails in this world 
only when men and women set 
hemselves in resolution to make 

fit prevail. Why it is so ordered 
we may not know, but the fact 
tands clear. ‘Those who volun- 
arily submit to wrong are subject 
Ato wrong. Those who are not 

»repared to sacrifice and suffer on 
behalf of right delude themselves 
if they imagine that right will vin- 
dicate itself. Only when superior 
force or better direction is on the 
side of right is victory assured, 

None the less, the Allies have 
won because their cause is the 
Ieause of right. No plot to do 
wrong could have arrayed the na- 
tions against the terrible power of 
iGermany. Fear and self-interest 
may have played a part in bring- 
ing some of them into the field; 
but fear and self-interest brought 
Bulgaria and Turkey into the field 
on the other side. The great mo- 
tive force which drew nation after 
nation into arms against Germany 
was the instinct of justice in the 
human mind. 

The strength of the Allies was 
not built up by reason; it was cre- 
ated by feeling. Even the knowl- 
edge that Germany aimed to ¢es- 
tablish world power did less to 
make enemies out of neutrals, and 
to inspire the Allies to fight to the 
finish, than the ‘‘frightfulness’’ 
with which Germany waged war, 
and the barbarous way in which it 
treated conquered peoples, It was 
the sense of outraged justice that 
filled the world with fury against 
the Hun, 

The moral of the Allied victory

is that the heart of the world is 
sound. Were it other, the cause 
of right against wrong could 
not have inspired millions of men 
to offer their lives that the right 
should prevail, and nations to un- 
dergo the hardships of war that 
wrong should be defeated. Tiis 
world is not material. It is still 
ruled by sentiment, and the most 
powerful appeal that can be made 
to men is the call to stand for the 
right. Thank God for that! 


Cause and Effect. 

Autocracy produces mobaucracy. 
Russia proves that. The same 
means employed elsewhere tend to 
produce the same results. 


The Exception, 

So far as known it is still an in- 
dictable offence to utter criticism 
damaging to the Union Govern- 
ment. In France and the United 
States all restrictions have been 
removed and people are free to say 
what they think of the way their 
affairs are being conducted. The 
Canadian Government seemingly 
thinks it could not stand criticism. 


Out With Him. 
The Dutch Government §an- 
nounces that if trouble comes to 


Holland because of the Kaiser’s 
presence he will have to get out. 
The Allies should make plain to 
Holland that trouble will come to 
it. immediate and serious, if he 
does not get out. 


What Is Parliament? 


The business of Parliament is to 
represent to the Government the 
views and wishes of the people 
touching matters of public import- 
ance. 

The world war was. the most 
terribly important matter with 
which the people and Government 
of Canada ever had to do, and 
upon the terms of its settlement 
will depend their security or in- 
security against having to face an- 
other crisis of the kind. 

But the Canadian Parliament 
has not yet put before the Govern- 
ment what are the views of the Ca- 
nadian people as to the terms 
which must be imposed upon Ger- 
many as punishment for its crime 
against them and to safeguard 
them from another onslaught. 

Representative government in 
Canada has ceased to be even a 
pretense. The executive no longer 
think it necessary to go through 
the motions of consulting Parlia- 
ment. The Ministers do as they 
please, and the public are told 
that they must be content to be 
told what has been done. 


Appeajing to Sentiment. 


These appeals for mercy with 
which German political leaders 
and college professors are bom- 
barding the Allied peoples are 
only moves in the game to wriggle 
out of punishment. 

German public men know quite 
well that appeals for mercy are 
not necessary to secure just treat- 
ment for Germany from the Allied 
Governments. They know that 


that there is no cause to fear from 
them any such treatment as Ger- 
many intended to deal out to 
them. 

It is not justice for Germany 
that the authors of these hypocrite 
pleas for mercy want, but to es- 
cape justice. And they hope to 
escape it by stirring up_ the soft- 
headed elements in the Allied 
countries with the idea that to 
make Germany pay for the de- 
struction it has wrought would be 
inhumanly severe and a violation 
of the requirements of Christian 
charity. 

If the Allied peoples are in their 
right senses the 
chorus of appeals will not be nega- 
tive, but will confirm them in the 
resolution that punishment must 
be imposed upon Germany in keep- 
ing with its crime. The presump- 
tion that it is necessary to appeal 
for mercy in order to obtain jus- 
tice from the Allies is in itself an 
insult which should stiffen the de- 
termination of the Allied peoples 
to see that justice gets its dues 
from Germany, 

The Hun is still the Hun, and lies 
and deception the instincts of his 
international dealings. The fraud 
and treachery with which he pro- 
moted his scheme to crush civiliza- 
tion find their complement in the 
pretense that the Allied Govern- 
ments will shame civilization by 
the severity of the terms they im- 

ose upon Germany unless the Al- 
ied yeoman bring pressure to bear 
to modify their intentions, 

The Allied Governments deserve 
no suspicion of unmerited severitv 
on the part of their peoples. The 
terms of the armistice they grant- 
ed Germany preclude any doubt 
that mercy will temper their de- 
mands at the peace conference, It 
is for the Allied peoples to stand 
steady in the demand that justice 
shall not be denied them through 
mistaken mercy to their enemies,

Figures from the census bureau at 
Washington show that the epidemic 
which is now on the wane was re- 
sponsible for a greater loss of lives in 
the United States than the war, The 
estimate of deaths in the American 
overseas forces ts 40,000 to 46,000. On 
the other hand figures from 42 cities 
with a total population of 28,000,000, 
have reported 82,000 deaths from in- 
fluenza, and pneumonia, of which 
78,000 are chargeable to the epideric. 
To these must be added 18,000 deaths 
from the same cause in camps, mak- 
ing a@ total of 96,000 without taking 
into account the unknown total for 
three-fourths of the civilian popula- 
tion. If the rate for the country out- 
side these cities were only half as 
great it would add 117,000, giving a 
total of 218,000.

We had all 
of these advertising devices in the 
firet loan; we had few if any of them 
in the second, yet the record of the 
second is away ahead of the first. 

To say the ieast, there is something 
undignified in a cornice balancing act 
by a professional equilibrist in the 
public thoroughfare as an aid to the 
securing of subscriptions for a great 
national loan, And the drive just 
completed deinonstrated that this sort 
of thi.g is unnecessary, What made 
the second Victory loan the success !t 
was is something quite different. It 
was a campaign of telling publicity in 
the newspapers of Canada, coupled 
with the work of trained and well-di- 
rected golicitors everywhere. And 
any future domestic borrowing the 
government of Canada may undertake, 
it would be well for those in authority 
to bear these facts in mind,

THE DEFEAT OF MARCH 21ST.

But if one side has a million men 
in reserve, and the other eide has

|\TWO IMPORTANT DEVELOPMENTS 
| IN MUSICAL EDUCATION. 


At a recent session of the National 
ducation Association, the President, 
Osbourne McCarthy, who is professor 
of music at the Northwestern Universi- 
ity, made two brief statements that are 
of tremendous import to the develop- 
ment of music. The first was this: 
“An important development in school 
|} music that {is conspicuous in recent 
years is work in what is called‘ 
| Appreciation’ or ‘Listening Lessons tn 
| Music.’ It is well understood that only 
ja limited number of people can ever 
expect to be real artists in perform- 
ance and that by far the larger num- 


systematized courses of study in listen- 
ing to music are now in operation in 
many cities, beginning with 
grades and etxending through the high 
| school. 

| “Music is a discourse; it says things. 
That the things which it says are not 
the things which may be expressed by 
| language increases the place and iIm- 
| portance of Anusic rather than dimin- 
| ished it. It is possible to learn to fol- 
| low music dscourse and it {s well for 
our schools to recognize this fact and 


of listening.” 

The other important aspect of the 
newer atitude toward music is a recog- 
nition of the subject as a vocational 
study. “Statistics show that music per- 
forma and ‘teaching ran high among 
| the vocations in our country. Indeed 
a study of these statistics would offer 
many surprises to those who little 
realize the large share ‘that muste 
takes in our national!

Construction on the new Edmonton 
theatre was commenced on the second 
day of August last and has been push- 
ed along with unremitting industry 
from that day to this, Its site is the 
block formerly occupied by the old 
Orpheum Theatre and a number of 
stores and business offices on the 
south side of Jasper avenue, a little 
to the eastward of the 101st street 
corner. This is a most eligible situa- 
tion, being central and convenient and 
accessible alike to patrons who come 
in the street cars from all parts of the 
city and in the very heart of the shop- 
ping district. 

The existing block was removed en- 
tirely, the theatre being built of new 
materials throughout. It is construct- 
ed of steel and concrete and is as com- 
pletely fireproof as human ingenuity 
land scientific forethought can make it. 
Fife steel bridge trusses, weighing two 
land one-half tons each and each capa- 


ble of supporting a weight of fifteen | 


tons, carry the roof, replacing the 
wooden false work which was installed 
sa preliminary to their erection. The 
footings are carried down to a depth 
of eleven feet to obtain a sure foun- 
dation, and the building stands as 
firmly as though it were indeed found- 
ed upon a rock. It covers a space of 
150 by 75 feet, or 12,500 square feet, 
extending from Jasper avenue to the 
lane in the rear. The front of the 
building is occupied by the offices of 
the theatre and two stores with busi- 
ness offices above. The remainder 
is devoted entirely to the motion pic- 
ture house. 

’ Plain But Tasteful. 

The street front {s of rough brick, 
terra cotta in color, of plain but taste- 
ful design. It is not in accordance 
with modern practice to lavish display 
land onrament on the exterior of a 
playhouse and to scrimp the interior 
arrangements. The Allens’ idea is to 
make the outside of their houses dig- 
nified and unpretentious and to con- 
centrate all their energies on the per- 
fection of the auditorium and of all 
that comes under the technical ex- 
pression “the show.” They do not be- 
lieve that gaudy and profuse electric 
signs, ornate entrances of marble and 
bronze, and profuse decorations and 
display can compensate for second- 
rate pictures, cramped and uncomfort- 
able seats and poor ventilation. 

The first thing that strikes the visit- 
or to the Allen on passing the swing- 
ing doors is the effect of spaciousness 
and amplitude. The auditorium has 
been constructed on the plan of the 
ancient Roman amphitheatre, curved 
inward from the side walls to the 
proscenium arch. Banished is the 
jdea of a box-like, rectangular space, 
the centre brilliantly lit up, with the 
angles dark and poky and inconveni- 
ent, from which the view of the screen 
is so cramped and foreshortened that 
it amounts to no view at all. 

The Allen has length and breadth 
and height. There is room and to 
spare. The beholder is immediately 
impressed with the fact that every one 
of the seats is focused directly on the 
stage. Those down front and on the 
sides equally with those in the middle 
command a direct and unobstructed 
view of what is going on on the 
screen, There is no craning of necks 
or twisting of bodies to peer over, by 
or between the people sitting in the 
next row ahead, which is so disastrous 
to any real enjoyment of the picture 
by those who are unfortunate enough 
to be so awkwardly placed. Every seat 
{n the Allen is a good seat, command- 
ing an uninterrupted view. 

Furthermore, they are comfortable 
seats, all stuffed spring cushions, wide, 
roomy and comfortable, with plenty of 
space between rows, BO that patrons 
coming in or going out do not have to 
walk on the toes of people already 
there or to sweep their hats and mufts 
on to the floor as they pass. It is a 
blessing that will be appreciated to 
the limit by the experienced theatre- 
goer.

Another point is that the lights are 
not merely flashed on or off with a 
disconcerting suddenness which is un- 
pleasant to the spectator, but, by 
means of a dimmer, they come on and 
on go off gradually, so that the trans- 
mission from light to darkness, or vice 
versa, is accomplished almost imper- 
ceptibly. This may be regarded as a 
little thing, but, all the same, one of 
those trifles whose sum, the philoso- 
phers point out, goes to make perfec- 
tion. 

The proscenium and curtain are of 
conventional design, of the very best 
obtainable. From the operating gal- 
lery the pictures are thrown upon the 
screen by means of a projector of the 
very latest make.and_ construction, 
which will bring out to the last frac- 
tion the effects “for which the 
photographer and the players have 
striven. The equipment is first class 
in every respect and this is a guaran- 
tee that the pictures will be presented 
in the very best manner possible, The 
gallery construction is absolutely fire- 
proof throughout.

The Musical Features 

A splendid orchestra of trained mu- 
sicians has been engaged, which under 
the direction of Mr. A. Fratkin, mu- 
sical director, and the leadership of 
Mr. Wm. Tomkinson, will furnish that 
important part of the entertainment. 
The chief attraction, however, in the 
musical line, is the immense ~-pipe- 
organ which will reinforce the efforts 
of the orchestra and soloists. The or- 
gan, which was made by a famous 
firm and which has been installed at 
a cost of $15,000, is built into the 
theatre itself and no part of it is 
visible except the console from which | 
the organist manipulates the instru- | 
ment. The pipes are located behind 
ornamental grilles through which the 
music pours, The organ is declared | 
by musicians who have heard it to be | 
of a peculiarly sweet and resonant | 
tone. It has three manuals and 31 
stops, and is quite capable, by itself, 
of giving a concert of great range and 
beauty. 

In the orchestra pit, which is nine 
feet by six, is a concert grand piano, 
the largest in the city, selected for its 
power and fineness of tone, 

One of the first essentials for a mod- 
ern theatre is ventilation. This is par- 
ticularly true with regard to a motion 
picture house, where the program is 
continuous and the audience is con- 
stantly changing. Stale, flat air, 
which has been breathed and re- 
breathed many times over, by many 
pairs of lungs, is not only unhealthy 
but it is conducive to headaches and 
discomfort and makes proper appre- 
ciation of the finest pictures ever 
filmed quite impossible. This im- 
portant detall has been given special 
attention by the Allens in their new 
house. Four powerful fans, each 
weighing half a ton, driven by elec- 
tric motors, have been installed on the 
room, which draw the foul air up 
through immense gratings, enabling 


fresh, pure air to rush in through the 
ducts to replace it. These fans are 
capable of changing the atmosphere 
of the whole house in three minutes. 

Influenza germs would stand but 
little chance in such a purified atmos- 
phere as this. The fresh incoming air 
is warmed so that there is no danger 
of cold draughts coming from the} 
pipes, 

Cooled in Summer 

A scientific system of steam heating, 
carefully regulated, insures that the 
theatre will be kept comfortably 
warm in winter. But the Allens have 
gone further than that. They have 
arranged to keep the house cool in 
summer as well, A sprinkler systein | 
has been installed which when in op- 
eration will shower the flat roof with 
water, just as though an artificial | 
rainstorm were pouring down, This, 
with the steady evaporation of the 
huge ventilating fans, will ensure a 
delightful coolness in the house, even 
in the hottest of the dog days, when 
humanity out-of-doors is sweltering 
and the thermometer climbs up to 
the nineties and stays there, regard- 
less of all feeling.

When the white has 
dried well on the head paint over ic 
with black for the eye, nostrils, bridie 
and mane, using a fine brush.
